Welch says two factors must 
be considered when answering 
the question F irst the level of 
fertility already in the soil, and 
second the desired yield, 
A soil test is the best way to 
determine fertility already

soil to t indicate the level of all 
major plant nutrients. Results 
are expressed in one of five 
levels very low, low, medium, 
hiuh. and very high. 
When evaluating fertility lev­ 
el of a soil it'^ important to 
consider nitrogen. 
phosphoru>. 


and potassium separately, says 
Welch For example, a soil may 
e deficient in N. while having 
a ; quate P and K. Or it may 
be deficient in P and K and 
have adequate N.

agement and climatic

should be evaluated. Moisture 
already in the soil, irrigation 
possibilities, and the estimated 
rainfall will need careful atttn- 
tion.
